In  tbe  next  race  Boston  Colt  carried  off 
the  prise,  Volreece  seeming  to  be  hardly  np 
to  her  usual  mark.  By  tbia  time  tbe  rain 
oame  on,  and  the  pleasure  seekers  hurried  to 
town  as  fast  as  possible.  We  noticed  that 
the  navy  was  almost,  if  not  wholly,  unrepre- 
on  the  field,  the  only  part  taken  by 
tbem  being  the  firing  or  a  salute  by  the  flag- 
ship at  noon.  Tbe  excursion  to  Sooke,  and 
numbers  of  private  pio-nic  parties,  absorbed 
a  good  many  people,  althoogb  the  latter  were 
rather  abruptly  terminated  by  the  rain,  which 
began  to  fall  heavily  about  five  o'clock, 
speedily  putting  an  end  to  all  outdoor  amuse- 
ments. On  the  whole  tbe  holidsy,  despite  the 
meagre  and  unsatisfactory  nature  of  tbe  pub- 
lic proceedings,  seemrd  to  be  well  enjoyed 
by  the  majority  of  the  population.  Costello 
and  ethers  fired  a  saints  at  six  o'clock  on 
Beacon  Hill  of  forty-six  guns,  being  the  age 
of  Her  Majesty. 

Cmxssz  Ikxumation — By  private  ad- 
vices received  in  this  city  we  learn  that  these 
eolonies  are  in  high  favor  as  a  field  for  immi- 
gration among  tbe  Celestials.

THE  AMNESTY  PROCLAMATION, 
Niw  Yorx,  May  18  — The  Tribune'*  die- 
patch  says:  The  President's  forthcoming 
amnesty  proclamation  is  already  in  type.  The 
proof  sheets  have  been  under  consideration 
tor  several  days  by  the  Cabinet.  It  ie  under- 
stood it  will  proffer  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
all  who  have  served  in  tbe  rebel  armies  up 
to  a  oertaln  grade.  When  accepted,  this  is 
to  oonstitnte  a  full  discharge  and  pardon.  It 
is  also  statsd  tbat  tbe  roll  scope  and  limi- 
tations of  Grant  and  Sherman's  terms  of  am- 
nesty are  to  be  deferred  to,  white  those  offi 
cere  who  should  have  been  guilty  of  the 
horrible  cruelties  perpetrated  upon  our  pri- 
soners will  be  tried  and  if  eonvioted  punished. 

It  is  further  understood  tbat  President 
Johnson's  forthcoming  proclamation  will  be 
in  reality  a  withdrawal  of  tbe  unconditional 
amnesty  whioh  President  Lincoln  proffered, 

on  oertaiu  special  conditions  to  repentant 
rebels  below  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General. 
The  terms  of  pardon  are  made  much  more 
definite,  and  tbe  amnesty  is  narrow  in  ita 
soope.  It  is  added  that  all  rebels  who 
been  in  the  civil  service  of  the  Jeff. 
Davis'  Government,  either  at  home  or  abroad 
are  to  be  added  to  the  classes  exempted  from 
the  new  amnesty.
